Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The known 
prior art does not fairly suggest the method and system of claims 1 and 14. Specifically, 
claim 1 discloses a signal separator coupled to the communications link to receive each 
combined output signal, the signal separator being structured to separate each 
combined output signal into separate output signals corresponding to the signals 
combined to produce the combined output signal. Indeed, claim 1 teaches a 
communications link coupled to the signal combiner to receive the combined output 
signal and aids in further processing of the information. Peterson et al., the closest 
refence in the prior art owned by ATL, is now a wholly owned subsidiary of Koninklijke 
Philips Electronics. AS, the obligations and assignment of the subsidiary belong to the 
parent. Claims 14-28 specifies a method of coupling signal form respective transducer 
elements in an ultrasonic scanhead to an ultrasonic processor by performing a number 
of acts at various locations. Furthermore, the method uses a processor that separates 
the composite signals into a plurality of components each of which corresponds to a 
signal from a respective transducer element. Hwang et al., for processing a received 
Doppler signal in a hand held component (claims 1-5) but does not teach a processor 
that separates the composite signals into a plurality of components each of which 
corresponds to a signal from a respective transducer element.
